Just One Vote

One of the candidates for a city office at the April 8
 lection issued a statement this week expressing his alarm 
at the apparent apathy in the city election.

His alarm is one that might well be shared by all other 
citizens of the city who desire to have their voice heard 
when the dicisions are made effecting the growth and 
progress of the city.

Some of the examples of one vote victories and losses 
compiled by Assemblyman Charles E. Chapel during recent 
years points up the story that one vote can change the 
course of history and it may be your vote at any election.

Chapel says Queen Elizabeth II is on the throne of 
England today because Arthur Owen made a thrilling and 
epic 300-mile ride by horseback to cast a ballot for the 
House of Hanover 250 years ago when parliament was 
debating the issue. His vote won for the Hanovers, 98 to 95, 
which brought George I to the throne and led to the line 
of rulers which is still on the British throne.

One vote in each instance brought California, Idaho, 
Oregon, Texas, and Washington Into our federal union.

Because a California Congressman's secretary was "too 
busy" to vote once, her employer and his only opponent 
tied on the primary balloting, and the incumbent lost at the 
flip of a coin.

Patrick Henry, one of the most illustrious and golden- 
tongued early day American statesmen, made an impas­ 
sioned speech before the First Continental Congress on 
Sept. 28, 1774, in opposition to the "Galloway Plan," which 
would have made a British Dominion out of the colonies. 
His appeal turned the tide and the plan was defeated by 
one vote.

One vote cost King Charles I of England his head.
One vote created a Republic of France instead of con­ 

tinuing the monarchy.
One vote resulted in the adoption of prohibition.
One vote saved President Andrew Johnson from being 

removed from office In the nation's only impeachment 
proceeding against one of its presidents.

One vote more In each precinct in California would 
have elected Chief Justice Charles Evans Hughes as presi-. 
dent in 1916.

Your vote may be only one among thousands, but it 
may be the one that elects or rejects.

A Critical Year
This is a critical year for the American Red Cross. Its

Cross would be here. When blood is needed to save a life, 
the Red Cross is here. When adults and youngsters want
 to acquire the skills of swimming, life saving, small craft 
handling, home nursing and mother and baby care, the 
Red Cross is here. And when our sons or husbands in the 
armed forces need help, the Red Cross is there.

The point that should be emphasized here is that we 
make these free services possible. We are the Red Cross  
every one of us and it is to our advantage and to our 
community's advantage that we keep the Red Cross strong 
and on the job for us.

The merger of Egypt, 
Syria and Yemen into the 
United Arab republic and (lie 
Iraqui-Jordaninn union pro­ 
vides the world with signifi­ 
cant political changes in the 
Middle East. They should not 
be underestimated.

This is especially true in 
the case of UAH. For this 
United Arab republic is not 
merely a power-political move 
by Egypt's Nasser, but a 
fanatical age-old dream and 
passion of the Arab man-of- 
the-street.

We have heard this for 
years in the Middle East: 
"We live for the day when all 
Arabs will be one."

This was before, as well as 
after the establishment of 
Israel. Since Israel, the. slo­ 
gan took on a more fanatical 
significance. For Israel has 
been and Is the unifying 
focus of Arab and Moslem 
emotions and this present 
Arab nationalism and the po­ 
litical undertone of the merg­ 
ers is geared to raise the 
bargaining and military pow­ 
er of the Arab world against 
two rivals: Israel and the co­ 
lonial policies of Britain and 
France. For these, as well as 
other mergers to come, no 
doubt will have political re­ 
percussions from the oil 
fields of Iraq to Tunisia and. 
Algiers.

From the Middle East re­ 

cently we referred to Jordan 
as an "artificial state," ruled 
by an artificial king who ap­ 
pears more interested in fast 
motorcars than in the wel­ 
fare of his people.

Jordan is artificial because 
it cannot exist as a nation 
without outside financial 
help. It never could. Hence 
the main reason for its ab­ 
sorption by Iraq. Since the 
Arab-Israel crisis in Pales­ 
tine, Jordan's major popula­ 
tion consisted of Palestinian 
Arab refugees, whose main 
purpose of existence was to 
re-group their forces for a 
counterattack against Israel.

From Jordan's Jerusalem 
they see their former homes 
on the Israel side. They even 
threatened the throne of 
King Hussein last year for 
his soft policy toward Israel. 
Only the financial and mili­ 
tary intervention of the U.S., 
which landed marines in Bei- 
£U.t,, saved the king.

The merger will) Iraq will 
take much of the pressure 
off Kin» Hussein, as well as 
off Israel for the time being. 
Iraq, the only member of the 
pro-West Bagdad alliance 
(Turkey, Iran, Iraq, Pakistan, 
Britain), has shown a moder­ 
ate attitude toward Israel and 
followed pretty much the 
policy of the U.S. for pa­ 
tience in regard to the Arab 
refugee problem.  

Jordan was a sought-after 
prize of Egypt and Syria, for 
it geographically separates 
the two. Had Jordan joined 
Egypt and Syria, the military 
encirclement of Israel would 
have been critical indeed. 
From the immediate point of 
view the Iraq-Jordan merger 
will ease tensions between 
Arab and Jew.

Unlike the Iraq-Jordan 

merger, the United Arab re­ 
public was created for the 
purpose of solidifying Arab 
nationalism primarily against 
two rivals: Israel and to what 
is referred in the Arab world 
as "Western Imperialism," ac­ 
tually meaning Britain and 
France and indirectly the 
U.S., which is an ally.

The merger, however, is 
mostly emotional and psycho­ 
logical. The military potential 
is the same . . . about 150,000 
troops between Egypt-Syria, 
as before, with the advantage 
of a single command.

However, with Jordan join­ 
ing Iraq, it would be more 
difficult than ever to com­ 
bine these two armies for 
any Israel attack. Iraq Is a 
much more powerful oppo­ 
nent Inside the Bagdad alli­ 
ance than Jordan. But psy­ 
chologically the merger has 
increased the danger of war, 
rather than decreased it.

.ft ft ft 
Israel is stll stronger than 

the United Arab republic, 
with an effective mobilization 
strength of more than 250,000 
troops. We saw this army 
again recently. In case of at­ 
tack the West could supply 
Israel faster and more ade­ 
quately than could Russia 
supply Syria and Egypt. 
Israel would be fighting on 
its soil with the sea at its 
back . . . such deperation has 
proven its value in the pre­ 
vious Arab attack in 1948, 
when Israel and Jordan

stands at about 100,000 
troops. It Is more likely that 
this army would stay neutral 
than to join in any attack 
against. Israel. This could 
change depending on the atti­ 
tude of Saudi Arabia and r^t 
or Arab and Moslem cou^ 
tries . . . and depending on 
the disposition of the Tunisia- 
Algiers crisis, by the French. 

ft ft ft
The merger of Egypt and 

Syria has brought together 
the two countries in the Mid­ 
dle East closest to the Soviet 
Union. However, the merger 
eliminated the danger of the 
Communist party inside 
Syria, for already President 
Nasser of the UAR has out­ 
lawed the Communist party 
in Syria as he had in Egypt. 
There is less Communist mili­ 
tary tie-up now than before.

The combined Arab popu­ 
lation of about 28,000,000 
(Egypt 24 million, Syria four 
million) is preponderate^ 
anti-Communist and fanatic­ 
ally religious. The single par­ 
liament under the new. set-up 
wil be devoid of Communists. 
But it will still be closer to 
Russia than to the West.

In the overall military pic­ 
ture, however, the UAR wj," 
control the Suez canal ai: 
the major oil lines runnin 
through Syria. As a matter of 
fact, all the pipelines from 
the Middle East to the Medi­ 
terranean run through Syria. 
This is a formidable weapon 
for the UAR in case of trou­ 
ble.

ft ft ft
Actually, The creation of 

the Egypt-Syria state has re­ 
duced the power of Commu­ 
nism, while Increasing the 
power of Arab nationalism. 
In our opinion a United Arab 
federation in the Middle East 
strengthens the anti-Com­ 
munist elements, but also 
strengthens Arab power 
against both Russia and the 
West.

Such an Arab federation 
could lead to the freedom of 
all colonial areas in the Mid­ 
dle East and place the Arab 
world in a better bargaining 
position in regard to oil, roy­ 
alties, the Suez canal and the 
whole political and trade pic­ 
ture of the entire M i d d A East. ^'

Unemployment Facts ** FOR GOOD HEALTH
It is important that a per­ 

son claiming unemployment 
insurance report for payment 
at the appointed hour and 
day. However, there are two 
circumstances ,under which 
he may be excused:

(1) If the appointment 
time interferes with his time 
for reporting to the union for 
dispatch, the claimant by all 
means should plan to be at 
the hiring hall when there Is 
the chance of getting a job. 
He should tell the interview­ 
er at his first interview if the 
report time interferes with 
his reporting to the union as 
required. The interviewer 
will request his supervisor 
change the appointment time

(2) If the claimant was pre­ 
vented from reporting at the 
assigned time because of an 
appointment for a job inter­ 
view, he will receive his in­

surance check anyway if 
otherwise eligible, as an 
interview for, work is con­ 
sidered a good cause for not 
reporting at the regular time 
or day. However, he should 
report at the first oppor­ 
tunity.
